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The Meaning Is 
Different — 


URING the Berlin  con- 
ference the East Getman 
vommunist Government an- 
nounced that all-German 
elections could only be 
allowed on condition that 
they were free “In the 
democratic sense of the 
word.” Next Sunday = the 
Germans, and others, are 
to be given another demon- 
stration of what Commun- 
ista mean by free elections 
“In the democratic sense of 
the word,” for on that day 
the people of the Sovict 
Union itself are to elect 2 
new Supreme Soviet. And 
this, according to the 
Russian press, ia “the 
most democratic election jn 
the world.” If the terms of 
the Soviet Constitution of 
1986 are taken on face 
value the claim would not 
appear to be exaggerated, 
for Article 1400 lays down 
that  mombera = of the 
Supreme Soviet “are chosen 
by the electors on a basis 
of universal, equal and, 
direct suffrage by secret 
ballot.” This seems to fulfil 
all the conditions — for 
genuinely free clections. It 
might well have been 
coupled word for word from 
the Constitution of any 
“bourgeols democracy." But 
it remains to be realised 
that there is an important 
difference in practice, 
Every adult Soviet citizen 
haa n right to vote. He is 
free to choose his member 
of the Supreme Soviet. That 
is, he has in theory, the 
right to choose, But in 
» practice he has no choice. 
For in each constituency 
there is only a single 
candidate, and he (or she) 
is the candidate of the 
“Communist and non-party 
bloc.” It ja noticcable that 
enndidates need not necas- 
sarily be members of the 
Communist Party; on the 
other hand non - party 
candidates must be persons 
who are “devoted to the 
cause of Leninism-Stalinism. 
In other words they must 
have Communist approval. 


ERE then is the model of 
free elections “in the 
democratic sense of the 
word.” They are, In fnet, 
elections which only pro- 
duce, and can only produce 
an alignment of nominees 
in which there is no 
possibility of opposition or 
of any dissenting voice of 
any consequence, Another 
consideration to be appre- 
ctated in estimating the 
importance of next Sun- 
day's elections is that, de- 
apite its august title, the 
Supreme Soviet docs not 
play any vital role in the 
governing of the country. 
Jt usually meeta only 
onee a year for a_ brief 
session of three to four days, 
The Supreme Soviet is little 
more than a finance com- 
mittee. All the real power 
and authority is vested in 
a tiny group of men in the 
Kremlin, responsible to 
none but themselves, who 
control the organs of gov- 
erament and the organisa- 
tlon of the Party. The 
official description of the 
syatem ia “democratic 
centralism,” and certainly 
the “centralism” cannot be 
disputed. Moreover, it is 
this Sovict system and this 
Soviet conception of: “frec 
elections” which have been

HE collective ‘farm 
discussed = in” this 
article owas — con- 
sidered, in the years 
to be one of the 
largest! kolkhozes in the 
district. Situated in the 
Kirov area, some 300 miles 
Eust-North-East of Moscow, 
it is completely isolated and 
without rall or water com- 
munications. It is a back- 
ward area and completely 
without forests, as a result 
of which firewood has-to be 
bought, at considerable —ex- 
pense to the peasants. 


The kolkhoz consisted of 
three villages, amalgamated 
{nto one farming enterprise. 
there were — about = 126 
households, and the popula- 
tion was about 700. ‘The 
property owned amounted 
to 330 hectares, of which 
120 were under cultivation, 
205 were growing hay, and 
five were completely un- 
usable, In the “deed of gift” 
(a large thin book in blue 
calico binding bauer 
with a hammer and _ sickle) 
it was stated: “This land is 
given to the members of the 
artel and of the collective 
farm completely, gratuitous- 
ly and in perpetuity.” The 
members of the artel paid 
for this fine-sounding sen- 
tence with their blood and 
sweat. 

Soviet collective farms are 
managed by a committee of five 
members who, as 4 rule, are 
completely under the thumb of 
the chairman’ of the farm. 
Managements = and presidents 
are olected, according to re- 
fulations, by membcrs of the 
artel for a period of one ycar, 
but if there is extreme dis- 
content, the collective farmers 
may clect ag new president 
earlier, 


Turned Down 


In order to do this, however, 
representations “have to be 
made to the regional committce 
and the outhoritles are tsunlly 
extremely unwilling to “ act. 
Almost always they turn down 
sich requests so as not 
decrease the prestige and power 
of the farm presidents !n the 
eyes of the ordinary labouring 
farmers.

Impoverishment 


The final distribution of the 
harvest takes place in October 
and November, and until then 
advances ore made to the collec- 
tlve farmers when necessary. 
the kolkhoz is extremely Im- 
povorished, the town authorities 
send the farm a ration drawn 
from the reserve fund of 
hetter-off kolkhozes. This is 
not done out of philanthropy 
but because the executlve com- 
mittee is interested in getting 
in the harvest and reporting 
favourably to the oblast Party 
committee. 

The chief reason for {m- 
poverishment are the Machine 
ond Tractor Stations (MTS). If 
the kolishoz has no horses, and 
80% of them have none, the 
farm is serviced by tractors 
{no kolkhoz has its own 
tractors), This ‘is extremely 
costly since after the ploughing 
the MTS present a bill to the 
kolkhoz office in accordance -with 
the number of hectares ploughed. 
This, must be paid, within 10 
days, after which, if payment 
js not made, a fine Is imposed 
followed by another if the first 
is still not paid. 

I have ‘known of kolkhozes 
which, after the harvest, were 
simply unable to pay tho MTS 


and the State, or even to. start .

Low Prices 


In the middle of summer, 
Zagotzerno, the grain collecting 
organisation, issues te the 
kofkhoz a statement of tax, 
according to the ‘area of land 
under cultivation and the range 
of crops sown. The kolkhoz 
management has no right . to 
make labour: day payments 
before it has scttled with the 
State, with the MTS (including 
fies for late payment), and 
provided: a seed fund, aon 
omergoncy fund, and made 
advance payments to ploughmen 
and reapers. This, of coursc, 
is the normal state of affairs 
when the kolkhoz finances are 
on a sound basis, but in.75 per- 
cent of them the position {s ex-

Harness in the stables is in 
a disgust condition and 
consists mostly of string. Even 
the position of the farmer him- 
self is not much better than 
that of the horses described 
here. The contrast between the 
well-belng of the administrative 
staff and the ordinary run of 
collective farmers 1s enormous— 
in fact, monstrous. . The clite 
such as the farm president and 
accountant, the brigadiers, stable 
managers and storemen, live in 
conditions which bear no com- 
parison with the other members 
of the artet, 


Back-breaking 


And so It is that the lot of o 
brigadier who receives 540 
labour days a year, cannot be 
compared with that of the 
collective farmer whose average 
earnings are a maximum of 
180/200, since a great deal of 
back-breaking effort must be 
expended to achieve this total. 

Seventy percent of the 
collective farmers only have 
enough grain to Jest until 
Christmas; after that they must 
rise bran, pigweed, and ground 
acorns collected by the children 
during the summer and, as o 
great delleecy, potators. The 
better-off pensants, instead cf 
bran, usually mix with the 
flour 60 percent of raw potato 
pecl. It .is not dificult to 
imagine | what bread made in 
this manncr ‘astes Uke. 

During my three years on this 
farm I had abundant op- 
portunity to observe what was 
going on, as I lived under the 
same roof as a peasant family. 
It was ao falrly well-established. 
houschold in 3 well-off kolkhoz, 
but if you take a family In a 
kolkhoz which fs never out of 
debt to the Government, where, 
in the autumn, the grain has to 
be swept from the granary floor 
to fulfil obligations to the State, 
the ‘misery of such ao. kolkhoz 
boggars description,
